It was 1968, the year of the great Labor Day blowout in the quiet resort 
town of Falmouth, Mass. Actually, the festivities took place outside of 
Falmouth, in the even smaller and more quiet town of Waquoit, Mass. 

We were the Greeks. Our fraternity — bad enough to be expelled from the 
national organization years earlier and now existing as an independent — 
was the one unifying factor for the five of us to even be in Waquoit that 
summer. 

We were very different people from five very different backgrounds. Joe 
was the jock — high school letterman in three sports, All-State in football. 
Ed's folk were quite well off. He had money and a car that summer. Ira, a 
New Yorker, was loud, obnoxious, arrogant and definitely the most fun to 
be around out of the five of us. Gary and I were probably the most alike but 
even we had grown up 500 miles apart, different environments and back- 
grounds. 

But it was as members of Phi Gamma Psi Fraternity that we rented the 
two-room cottage that summer. Directly across from us, at the end of a 
long, dirt road, was the only other house in the area. It represented the 
establishment. 

The house was^ much larger than ours, two stories and many rooms. It, 
too, was rented for the sbmmer, but by a very different group than us. They 
were young professional men in their early twenties who worked in the 
Boston area as accountants, lawyers, and now-level management people. In 
short, they were exactly what we wanted to be a year from now. But for now 
they were the enemy, the power. 

We were there every day of the summer going through pretty much the 
same routine — wake up, eat, go to some beach, go to some bars, go to 
some clubs, go to some parties at somebody's house, go home, go to sleep. 
They, on the other hand, came down only on the weekends to party. They 
didn't really bother us and we didn't bother them. Nevertheless, we didn't like 
them and they didn't like us. 

They had money. They had cars. They had liquor. They had bands, some- 
times. They had girls. They had the big house. 

We had no money and weren't working to get any. We had one car be- 
tween the five of us. We drank cheap beer and wine. We played our one 
Doors' "People Are Strange" album too loud and at the wrong times. We 
had to go out each night and try to find girls and we didn't succeed often. 
And we had the liiiie house. There was no doubt about it We were bums. 

We were what they had been a few years earlier; they were what we hoped 
to be. In short, we were a world apart That's about as big a split as you can 
have. 

But we had gone through the whole summer without too many alterca- 
tions. On a few occasions we had even acted civilly to each other, but the 
tension was there and Labor Day \^as when it was expected to explode. 

They would no doubt have every young professional in the Boston area at 
their house for the weekend. And we had invited the whole fraternity and all 
the alumni to our little cottage. Neither place could accommodate the crowd. 
Where we had peacefully, if not su-essfully, coexisted all summer, surely the 
Labor Day overflow from both houses would spread into the neutral, no 
man's land between us, and sooner or later — there could be no doubt — 
something was going to happen. 
Those who expected the worst were not disappointed. 
It was late in the evening when Ed and I got into his car to go some- 



where. As we were leaving the house, suddenly a fist came flying through 
my open window. There could be no mistaking this show of force or the 
message behind it. 

Ed slammed on the brakes, we jumped out and slugged the first two guys 
we came across. One thing led to another. Ira ran into the crowd swinging 
his soon empty beer bottle. Soon we were trampled by a charging brigade of 
junior CPAs. Some jerk threw a brick through the windshield of Ed's car — 
our only car. The fight was on. It was a wild, eye-gouging, arm-twisting 
knee-jerkmg, raging free-for-all that threatened to last for hours. 

And then, after a few moments, just as suddenly as it started, it stopped. 
You can only roll around for so long. And then we entered the second phase 
the face-off. 

We shouted at them and then they shouted at us. Someone would make a 
move and two guys would hold him back. And someone else would make a 
move and two guys would hold him back. After awhile, it only took one 
guy to hold one guy back. Finally, it didn't even take that. One guy would 
make a move and then stop and hold himself back. At this point the fight 
was over and we all knew it. 

Both sides returned to their home turfs to discuss the causes of the con- 
flict. It turned out that Ira had said something less than complimentary to 
one of theu- girls. A point in their favor. However, a little sense of humor 
on her part could have prevented the whole thing. A point in our favor It 
didn't much matter. The next day we were all gone, the houses empty and 
the summer of '68 was behind us. 

Looking back at the Labor Day showdown of 20 years ago, certain facts 
become apparent. 

People or groups with different backgrounds will almost always find a 
reason to fight or at least disagree. This is true today and becomes a 
similarity between then and now. But almost everything else about the con- 
tributing environment in 1968 is different from the environment of 1989. 

Foremost among the differences is that no one had a gun in those days. 
We students didn't have guns. The alumni present didn't have guns. "The 
young prpfessional across the way didn't have guns. The giris didn't have 
guns. As for automatic weapons, they didn't even exist on television. The 
nice part about this is that it prevented anyone from doing any thing 'that 
they would regret for more than a few days. 

Another difference is that there were no heavy drugs. Yes, there was alco- 
hol and I am sure there was marijuana, but there was no heroin, LSD, co- 
caine, or crack. Everybody there was on this planet. We could argue and still 
reason. We could get excited and still come down. 

But the most striking difference was the combatants themselves The 
source of anugonism wasn't the police force or the city government or 
society in general. It wasn't law and order. It wasn't capitalism. For both 
houses, the enemy was just the guys in the other house. Neither side was 
out to change the world or rule it. We didn't want to bring them to their 
knees nor did they want to crush us. This fight was small Ume; for me not 
much different than ten years earlier when the sixth grade boys (the good 
guys) fought the seventh grade boys (the bad guys) in an all day, raging 
battle at the sand pits back home. J' b & 

Situations, it would seem, stay pretty much the same; but it is the 
changing environment which is killing us.

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Automated Fingerprint System Assists Technicians 
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Virginia Beach Mayor

Identifying fingerprints in Virginia Beach has become easier with the ad- 
vent of the Automated Fingerprint Identification System. 

Prior to installation of the APIS system in 1987, fingerprint examiners 
spent countless hours looking through thousands of fingerprint cards to 
make identifications. The only available files were on people who had been 
previously anested in the city, which severely limited the possibility of 
finding a match. 

With the new automated system, 600,000 fingerprints can now be 
searched in Virginia alone. In addition, millions of other files can accessed 
by contacting other states and countries that use the same system. 

The Automated Fingerprint Identification System was purchased by the 
State of Virginia in 1987. Its main database is located in Richmond with 
remote sites throughout the state. 

The system allows the police department to research previous records of 
anyone they fingerprint. It also allows fingerprint examiners to search for 
identifications of fingerprints found at a crime scene. The fingerprint is 
loaded into the system which then compiles possible matches. Evidence 
technicians check the possibilities and determine a match. 

Consider these results: the number of criminal identifications increased 
dramatically during the first year — from 195 in 1987 to 333 in 1988.

The automated system is a valuable tool in the identification of criminal 
suspects. The success of the system in Virginia Beach, however, is due in 
large part to the evidence technicians who use it Their excellence was rec- 
ognized at the annual meeting of the 'Virginia Latent Fingerprint Examiners 
in June. Susie Moore received an award for making the first criminal identi- 
fication from a stored latent fingerprint using the APIS. Identification Su- 
pervisor Joseph Streuli was also recognized for making the mqst criminal 
identifications during the past year. 

In addition, the Virginia Beach identification staff leads all Virginia 
localities that have APIS in loading local fingerprint files into the database. 
Of the 2,500 local tenprints that have been added to the state data base, Vir- 
ginia Beach has loaded 1 ,800.

Children May Have Trouble Processing Information

Recently, I was driving in a quiet tree-lined area and came across a squirrel 
that was attempting to cross the road. Because it had seen my car, it had 
stopped and was actually running in circles as if trying to decide what to do. 
The way had been clear from one side of the road to the other until my car 
appeared; now there were too many decisions to make, to the squirrel, no 
way seemed desirable; it was confusing, and I'm quite sure, anxiety provok- 
ing. 

Sometimes, children find themselves in the same position. Often a child 
may find himself in the situation where there is so much information com- 
ing in and no one source seems to be clear. It is too difficult to block out 
extraneous information when you are not certain exactly what is extraneous 
and needs to be ignored and what is pertinent and needs to be stored. 

In our classrooms, teachers must try to make sure that all of the children 
with whom they work are on the same road, keeping pace and reaching th ;ir 
goals. For various reasons, children have difficulty in pulling in and work- 
ing with the information given to them. One such area involves difficulty in 
the child's ability to "process" information being received auditorily. Many 
times, teachers and parents report that the child just isn't paying attention. 



In our classrooms, teachers must try t0: 
make sure that all of the children with whom 
they work are on the same road, keeping pace 
and reaching their goals. 

All too often, the parent is frustrated by the child who doesn't complete the 
tasks given to them. Many parents report that the child just doesn't listen to 
them and often stares blankly at them seeming to ignore what is being said. 
In "controlled situations" such as those where a child is working one-on- 
one with a teacher, school psychologist, or speech and language pathologist, 
the problem may appear. Children who are able to respond to short ques- 
tions or to complete one- or two-step directions stare blankly at you when 
the questions are lengthy and the directions are comprised of many steps. 
Often, the child may give a response that has no relation to the question be- 
ing asked, or the response may be based on just the first segment of the di- 
rections given. It is at those times that the expertise of the speech and lan- 
guage pathologist or of the school psychologist is needed to identify the

Virginia Beach Is Leasing 
A Work-Release Facllltv 



The City of Virginia Beach is 
leasing a work-release facility from 
the Princess Anne Executive Park 
in the rear of the PACO Office 
Park. 

Rental for the 1 1,060 square-foot 
facility is expected to be paid for by 
a $5 per-day rate collected for pris- 
oners on work-release status and 
from a $44 a-day rate for prisoners 
from the U.S. Marshall's Office. 
With an average 40 work release 
inmates per-day estimated, total 
revenues from this source should be 
$52,000, and with a minimum of 
10 prisoners a day guaranteed by the 

Marshall's Office, the revenue gen- 
erated would come to $160,000. 

Under the lease agreement 
adopted by Council, the first year's 
cost, including one-time expendi- 



tures for security measures, is esti- 
mated at $206,046. 

The prison annex was needed to 
handle the increase in the inmate 
population. According to the staff, 
the Virginia Beach Correction Cen- 
ter has as many as 450 inmates on 
weekends although it is certified to 
house 166. Although a 200-bed ex- 
pansion will be available within the 
next two years, it will be over- 
crowded when it is completed. 

The city manager and sheriff have 
been negotiating with the owners of 
PACO Office Park, which is adja- 
cent to the Municipal Center, for 
construction of the private facility 
to be leased by the city to accom- 
modate work-release inmates, 
weekenders and minimum-security 
misdemeanants. 



Bingo Halls Considered B-4 



City Council has directed the 
Planning Commission to consider 
allowing bingo halls as a condi- 
tional use in the B-4 Business and 
I-l and 1-2 Industrial Districts. 
However, Vice Mayor Robert Fen- 
tress suggested that the Planning 
Commission also be asked to con- 
sider allowing bingo in B-1 and 3 
Business and RT 2 and 3 Resort 
Tourist districts. 

Fentress reasoned that as a 
conditional use they would be con- 
trolled by Council.

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Educational Officer Treesh Wants 
To Graduate 2, 100 GED Students

"I know what l m doing is a good 
thing," said Tom Treesh, educa- 
tional officer for Virginia Beach 
Public Schools. 

Treesh is currently a teacher with 
the Adult Learning Center at the 
Virginia Beach Correctional Center. 
He is responsible for approximately 
SO inmates per month who are 
striving to earn their GEDs. Treesh 
teaches in a room that was previ- 
ously used for storage, and all 14 
seats are filled four days a week, 
five hours a day. 

In addition to GEDs, Treesh of- 
fers a defensive driving course and a 
food handlers permit class, made 
possible through the Virginia Beach 
Health Department. 

Because the correctional center 
has three times the capacity it's 
supposed to, Treesh said he is 
"massively overloaded." Almost 75 
percent of the inmates don't have a 
high school diploma and he blames 
the overcrowded jails on this fact.

Treesh, who has been a special 
education teacher for 15 years, has 
also initiated educational programs 
in the Chesapeake and Portsmouth 
city jails. 

Treesh received his start in 
teaching after he graduated from 
Richmond Professional Institute in 
1969. The college was later re- 
named Virginia Commonwealth 
University. 

Treesh got a late start on college. 
After graduating from Granby High 
School in Norfolk, he took off six 
months before attending Chowan 
College for two years, "back in the 
days of the Prohibition," he joked. 

He then went to work at the 



Norfolk Naval Shipyard for nine 
months before pursuing his degree 
in Sociology. 

"During the last two years I had 
decided on teaching," he said. 

Treesh then began teaching spe- 
cial education at various elementary 
schools in Portsmouth. His sister, 
also a special education teacher, in- 
fluenced him on his career decision. 

After his teaching stint, Treesh 
went to work as a house manager 
for retarded adults in Norfolk. At 
the same time he, "did extensive 
work on my master's degree," he 
said. 

In 1980 he began working part- 
time as a GED teacher at the 
correctional center. In 1986, due to 
jail overcrowding and the growing 
class size, the program expanded to 
full-time. 



Although he enjoys his job, 
Treesh said he never gets to see 
what happens after an inmate earns 
his GED and leaves the center. 

"It's the end result that I seldom 
see," he said. Treesh has graduated 
600 students so far, but his goal is 
to see 2,100 men and women re- 
ceive their diplomas by the time he 
retires.

It's been almost 10 years since 
Hampton Roads had its own pro- 
fessional hockey team. 

On Oct. 27, the Hampton

Caywood also explained that the 
computers have, what librarians 
call, "Authority Control," where if 
you punch in a certain word it will 
guide you to another specific title. 
For instance, if the user types in 
"cars" the computer will read "Also 
see automobiles." This helps the 
user when he cannot narrow his 
subject.

support programming or activities which advocate a particu- 
lar political or religious viewpoint.

We, the registered voters of Virginia Beach, will be able to vote Tuesday, 
Nov. 7, for the candidate of our choice for: governor, lieutenant governor, 
attorney general, all five seats in Virginia's House of Delegates, common- 
wealth's attorney, sheriff, city treasurer, and commissioner of the revenue. 

A recent congressinal study showed that the United Stales had the lowest 
voter turnout among 28 democratic nations surveyed. This is a national 
embarrassment. But the steady decline in registration over the past two 
decades, especially among our young people, is worse. It is a threat to our 
nation's future. We cannot leave elections to chance ahd still preserve our 
demoeracy. > 

We the People are not only shirking our duty, we are endangering our na- 
tion's existence when we opt out of the electoral process and leave the vot- 
ing to less than half of the citizens. After all, the strength of democratic 
government and its rule of law depend upon the participation and consent of 
the governed. 

It is shocking to read statistics revealing that most candidates in recent 
years have been voted into office by fewer than one-fourth of the eligible 
voters. When one considers the number of potential voters who do not even 
lake the first step in the process by regisiSring, it is even more appalling. 

While attending the Jennings Randolph Forum in Washington last May, I 
received a copy of an executive summary from Creating the Opportunity: 
How Voting Laws Affect Voter Turnout by Curtis B. Gans. As the director 
of The Committee for the Study ot the Amencan Electorate, he addressed 
what he calls a growing crisis for American democracy. 

"For while there may be no optimal level of voter participation and high 
turnout docs not by itself guarantee either wise decision-making or sound 
governance, continued low and declining levels of voter turnout pose certam 
important and specific dangers for the health and welfare of the American 

polity." • , A II 

Among the dangers he cites is domination by special interests. As overall 
voter participation declines, there is an increased danger that American 
politics will be dominated by those who are involved in narrow intense is- 
sue interests, making sound governance in the public interest more difficult. 

Parallel to this threat is the danger to public policy. Groups which vote 
more heavily adjudicate public policy in favor of those involved, rather than 
in the interest of the nadon as a whole. Since voting is the lowest common 
political act and a nonvoier is unlikely to be a participant in other integra- 
tive activities, the nation is robbed of volunteerism and cohesion upon 
which society depends. 

The continued decline in voter participation threatens the very legiUmacy 
of American govemmenL Gans concludes, "As individuals and groups reduce 
their rate of participation, the civility of the national dialogue and the habit- 
ual use of orderly and lawful processes to effect change will auophy. As a 
result, the danger of disorderly, unlawful, or extreme protest becomes 
greater." 

We the People can make the difference by urging our family, friends, and 
neighbors to participate in this and future elecuons, or we will be account- 
able for the consequences. 
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problem and work with the classroom teacher to develop an appropriate edu- 
cational program for the child. 

For many children, information being given auditorily should be paired 
with the visual fh order to insure that learning and understanding takes place. 
Such visual cues may be pictures or the actions of the parent or teacher who 
must first demonstrate what is to be done. The process is slow but, with 
patience and persistence, learning will occur. 

In many instances, children may have difficulties for which further 
professional intervention may be needed. The school system has two 
audiologists who are able to assess difficulties in hearing and consult with 
parents and teachers about appropriate intervention. At times, medical inter- 
vention may be needed. When it is, all the information gathered in the edu- 
cational sphere is coordinated with the medical data to work out the proper 
intervention for the child. 

Recent research has indicated that some children who have been identified 
as having an Attention Deficit Hyperactivity Disorder may, in reality, dis- 
play problems in auditory processing. Superficially, the outward observable 
behaviors may appear to be the same. Only careful coupling of the medical 
and educational disciplines could be successful in determining if one or bodi 
problems exist. On a recent evaluation it was learned that a child had had his 
intake of a common medication doubled because his parents observed, with 
some frustfations, that the child still did not appear to Usten and respond to 
what they were saying. The evaluation, completed at school, identified pos- 
sible auditory processing difficulties and the child and his parents were re- 
ferted to the school audiologist for further consultation. 

Each day, we oDserve many "squirrels" who, for one reason or anodier, 
encounter obstacles in the education process which cause them confusion 
and may leave them running around in circles. With the proper intervention 
within die school which are then coordinated wiUi the outside resources, die 
child's chances for success are greaUy enhanced.

Not all of them are geniuses, but 
most of the 1,430 students at the 
Old Donation Center for the Gifted 
and Talented are a step ahead of 
their peers. 

Those students accepted to the 
program must be screened, tested 
and must rank in the tOEjASI R?'" 
cent on a national level. 

"The teacher at the home school 
recommends, or the parent or any- 
one who has knowledge of the stu- 
dent's abilities," said Em Davis, the 
center's principal. 

The center will hold open house 
meetings on Oct. 17, 18 and 19 
from 7 to 8 p.m. for anyone inter- 
ested in learning more about the el- 
ementary gifted programs for Vir- 
ginia Beach students. 

The program, which was origi- 
nated in 1974 by the Virginia Beach 
Public School System, was previ- 
ously held in portable units behind 
Thalia Elementary School. In 1980, 
the program moved to its current 
location on Ferry Plantation Road, 
next to the Hay good Shopping 
Center. 

"It was designed to meet the 
needs of children who needed some- 
thing above and beyond their regu- 
lar curriculum," said Davis. 

There are three programs offered 
to the students in grades two 
through six. The academic program, 
which has the highest enrollment, 
consists of students who "learn 
faster" than others. There is also a 
visual arts and a dance jwogram 
available.

Most of the students attend Old 
Donation once a week, from 8:30 
a.m. to 3 p.m. Students in the 
dance program attend class twice a 
week, but only for a half a day. 
During the morning shift they 
study, write poetry and take a ballet 
class. Afternoon classes study 
choreography and take a jazz and 
modem dance class. 

"They have the potential to per- 
form on a very high level," said 
Davis, but, "not everyone lives up 
to their potential." 

Davis said there are currently 
students from every elementary 
school in the city enrolled at ODC, 

although the numbers vary. Stu- 
dents who are selected to attend 
ODC automatically have the privi- 
lege of attending every year. Those 
students who decide to waive their 
privileges will still be kept on the 
center's mailing UsL 

The program has grown since its 
early days and the number of teach- 
ers has grown from six to 28. There 
are three art teachers, two dance and 
23 acacfemic teachers. 



"I'm just a very determined 
individual and nMhing's going to 
change that," said Lake Trant 
resident Russ Walton.

Walton, who lost a limb in a 
car accident, expressed strong 
feelings about the treatment of 
handicapped athletes. According 
to him, they don't get enough 
exposure, and, some people don't 
even consider them athletes. 
Handicapped athletes, however, 
unlike regular athletes, have to 
raise their own money in order to 
compete in the Olympics. 

"There are only two amputee 
athletes who have secured major 
corporation sponsorships," Wal- 
ton said. "It's just not fair for 
amputees to have to go through 
that." 

Walton didn't always have so 
much concern for the handi- 
capped. It was only a year ago 
that his life changed, on a high- 
way near Athens, Ga., when he 
was hit head-on by a Mack truck. 

"As a result, I spent four 
weeks in a hospital in Athens," 
he said. 

When paramedics arrived to the 



scene of the accident, Walton 
wasn't Iveathing, his heart had 
Slopped beating and he had stvext 
internal bleeding. Miraculously, 
the paramedics were able to re- 
vive Walton and get him to a 
hospital. 

"They didn't think I'd live 
through the night." he said. 

As a result of the accident. 
Walton's right leg had to be am- 
putated above the knee; bodi hips 
were brdcen and his right hip had 
to be rebuilt; his left knee has 
been operated on twice, due to 
torn tendons and ligaments; his 
left foot was broken and he had a 
"laundry list" of internal prob- 
lems involving his kidneys, 
lungs and heart 

"They have repaired evwything 
they can repair," he said. "A 
steering wheel was embossed on 
my chest iat several weeks after- 
wards." 

Grateful to be alive, Walton 
still had to struggle with the idea 
that he would never be athletic 
again. Walton's athletic involve- 
ment began at an early age. He 
played football in high school in 
Greensboro. N.C., and again at 
North Carolina State University. 
He received a degree in eccxiomics 
in 1982 from the University of 
North Carolina - Greensboro. 

After college, Walton went 
intone fimess indusuy and ran 
his own business, which included 
health clubs, a sports drink dis- 
tributor, an apparel company and 
a Nautilus machine distributor. 
He eventually sold the business 
to secure his fmancial situation. 

Walton's interest in the fitness 
industry stemmed from his 11 
ycats of powerlifting competi- 




tions. 

"I have always lifted. As long 
as I've been playing football I've 
been lifting weights," he added. "I 
lifted during the offseason to stay 
in shape." 

At the time he was powerlift- 
ing, Walton, 31, was 5'8" and 
weighing in at 240 pounds. After 
experiencing a lifting injury, he 
decided to switch over to body- 
building.

It diouldn't h^pen, but it docs. Since May. five people have been killed 
in highway construction or maintenance work sites in Virginia. Three of 
these deaths occurred in Sq)tember - a motorist and two surveyors in sepa- 
rate accidoits. 

For your readers, I have this message: Aooss the state, you are seeing 
more hi^way improvements than ever brfore - iwojects dutt are a necessity 
for die people of Virginia. On Uie highway before all of these projects, 
you'll see orange signs warning of die upcoming highway work. I urge 
you to take diese signs seriously. 

During die past diree years, die Virginia Departnnent of Transportation 
has done more dian install signs to protect motcm^ and our employees. 
We've emphasized enhanced safety engineering at die sites, employee 
training, better enforcement and public safety education. These efforts have 
reduced fatalities by more dian 60 percent, but dial's flot good enough. 

We must have your help to Iwing an aid to highway worit zone fatah- 
des. When you're out driving to work, die beach, dw mountains or just to 
die grocery store, keep an eye out for signs warning of upcoming highway 
construction or maintraiance work. Slow down and stay alert when driving 
dirough die wwk site. Don't let yourself become hypnotized by die white 
lines on die highway. That's all it takes. 

Having an accident in a highway work zone could destroy a few orange 
cones or signs and maybe even dent up jwir car. Or as in die case of die 
five individuals I've already mentioned, an accident could result iA deadi. 
Please drive carefully dirough die woric zones. Keep an eye out for high- 
. way wOTkers and "Give 'em a Brake!"

I've chosen a topic today that is close to my heart — recycling. I hope 
all of you are aware of the importance recycling has on our environment 

Let's look at some facts about recycling: 

Each one of us throws away an estimated three and one-half pounds of 
trash each day. As a nation, we discard about 250 million tons of solid 
waste annually. The residents of Virginia Beach alone produce about 1,000 
tons of trash daily. You can imagine how quickly that trash can pile up. 

One way we can cut down dramatically on the amount of trash that ends 
up in landfills is through recycling. Several products we use on a daily ba- 
sis are easy to recycle - glass bottles and jars, aluminum beverage cans, and 
newspapers. [ 

Each of us in the course of a year uses an average of 170 bottles and 
jars, 280 aluminum cans, and 1 10 pounds of mwspaf)er. IS we throw these 
items away rather than recycling them, eventually most of them break 
down and are incorpwated into tl^ environment in some form. It takes na- 
ture about two to four wedcs to l^eak down a piece of paper. However, it 
takes 200 to 500 years for an aluo^num can to deteriorate and a glass bot- 
Ue will not completely decomposiluntil a million years have passed. 

Recycling these items instead o< throwing them away saves enwgy, pre- 
serves our natural resources, save* space in our landfills, reduces littering, 
doesn't take very much time and can even earn you some money. 



One way we can cut down on the amount of 
trash that ends up in landfills is through 
recycling, ^ ^^ 

I think it's important that we begin to recycle materials at the source - 
our households. A lot of people think recycling is inconvenient or takes 
too much time. The Environmental Protection Agency did a study which 
shows that the total inconvenience to a household is 73 minutes and two 
cents for twine each month to recycle glass, aluminum and newspapers. 
That's less than three minutes per day! 

You can set up your home for recycling quite easily, using only a small 
amount of space. To store glass, cans, and newspaper for one month takes 
only about nine square feet of space in the garage, a closet or a comer of 
the kitchra. A home recycling center can be set up with three sturdy boxes 
- one each for paper, cans and glass. 

Start recycling today and you'll be ready for "Recycle Saturday." On Oct.

In just three years, the nation will be commemorating the 500th anniver- 
sary of the day Columbus landed in the new world smd "discovered" Amoica. 
October 12. 1992 falls on a Monday so this day will be a holiday and a time 
fw all Americans to celebrate. 

Introduced in the Senate in February 1982 by Senator Charles Mathias of 
Maryland, the bill to establish a national commission and make preparations 
for this event was appropriately titled S.500. Not to be outdone, the House 
titled its companion bill HR.1492. After its signing by President Reagan as 
Public Law 98-375, it is now known as the Christopher Columbus 
Quincentenary Jubilee (Act). 

A blue-ribbon panel of 30. including such dignitaries as the secretaries of 
state and commerce, the archivist of the United States, the librarian of 
Congress, chairpersons of the National Endowments for the Arts and for the 
Humanities, has been appointed. 

This national commission is now seeking support from the states and 
cities. Our mayor, Meyera Oberndorf, recently received a letter from the na- 
tional chairman, John N. Goudie, asking that a 12-member city commission 
be appointed soon to coordinate, encourage, and conduct activities for 1992.

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Hazardous Materials Team Tackles Tough Emergencies

If a hazardous materials situation 
arises in Virginia Beach — a tanker 
truck spills a poisonous substance, 
for example, or an explosion occurs 
in a warehouse — the Virginia 
Beach Fire Department is ready to 
respond — thanks to the dedication 
and hard work of the firefighters 
who comprise the Hazardous Mate- 
rials Response Team. 

The 12-man team, comprised of 
firefighters from the ThaHa station, 
has been training for over a year to 



learn special techniques needed to 
respond td hazardous materials 
emergencies. Each member of the 
team has undergone over 100 hours 
of training, which includes exten- 
sive training in chemistry. 

Why is all this special training 
needed? On a normal fire call, 
trucks dash up, firefighters jump 
out, and hoses begin pumping wa- 
ter as fast as possible. The scenario 
changes, however, when a haz- 
ardous materials situation arises. 
When the team arrives on the scene, 
they begin an intense research ses- 
sion.

An Inspiring 



Crew leaders use binoculars tc 
search for clues, such as a chemical 
name on a leaking barrel. Questions 
are asked — what type of chemical 
was the vehicle transporting, what 
types of compounds are being 
stored in the warehouse? 

According to District Chief Paul 
Pokorski, who coordinates the 
team, 'This is a whole different ball 
game than fighting fires. We've had 
special training to be able to recog- 
nize the problem and analyze the 
organization needed to deal with it" 

Research books are scrutinized, 
data banks, including the National 
Library of Medicine, are accessed 
via computer modem. Crew teaders 
determine methods for neutralizing 
the compound, how much protec- 
tive gear is needed, or what to use 
to quench tte blaze. 

After solving the problem, a de- 
contamination process begins. Each 
person who suited up to assist must . 
be scrubbed down completely, in- 
cluding those doing the scrubbing. 

These special methods require 
special equipment such as imper- 
meable suits, boots and gloves; 
breathing apparatus; non-sparking 
shovels; and a library of research 
books to help diagnose the prob- 
lem. A specially designed vehicle, 
complete with its own portable 
\ computer, will be delivered after the 
^fu-stoftheyear. 
' In addition to responding to haz- 
£ffdous materials calls and fighting 
fires, the Haz Mat team is also 
training all firefighters to recognize 
a potential problem and help oW if 
needed. While the Haz Mat team 
would actually go in and shut off a 
leaking valve or neutralize poi- 
sonpujs acid, other firefighters re- 
sponding to the call might be 
needed to help with the decontami- 
nation process. 

The local hazardous materials 
uum is part of a regional team, 
with Portsmouth as the lead 
agency. Teams in Chesapeake, 
Norfolk and Virginia Beach can 
handle certain hazardous situations, 
but they can call for assistance from 
the regional team if needed. The 
Virginia Beach team might be

called to help with a problem in 
Chesapeake or in a southeastern 
Virginia locality without a Haz Mat 
team. City and state funds are used 



for training and equipment.

I wondered about the 
woman I was about to meet. What 
kind of person was she? What kind 
ofalealCTwasdie? 

After a very short time, I was 
ushered down a wide hallway to the 
entrance of the mayor's office. As I 
entered the enormous room, Obern- 
dorf rose from her desk and came 
directly to mwt me at the door. She 
motioned for me to sit down in one 
of the two chairs in front of her 
desk, and se^ed herself next to me 
in the other one. This gracious 
gesture spoke clearly of her self-as- 
surance, for she could have easily 
distanced herself behind the huge 



wooden desk.^But she didn't, and as 
the interview progressed, her candid 
answers proved her delightfully 
sensitive and wise. 

"What was it like for you as you 
grew up?" I asked. 

"1 was an only child," she began, 
"who grew up with two well-edu- 
cated parents and a matronly aunt." 

Her parents had stressed good-be- 
havior, accountability and 
responsibility, but perfection had 
been her personal goal. 

"If I received an 'A' instead of an 
'A+', I was devastated," she con- 
fessed. 

"Is there anything about your ed- 
ucational background that you have 
found particularly helpful?" I asked. 

"My dance training," she ex- 
claimed. !>nt lelt that the 13 years 
she studied ballet as a toe dancer 
taught her a great degree of disci- 
pline.

She continued her story: "Every 
afternoon after school, I would go 
to Hebrew school which would last 
until late afternoon, and then after 
dinner I would do my homework 
before I went to bed." 

In addition to that she also spent 
much of the day on Saturday at the 
synagogue and was a member of a 
Brownie troop. "My life was 
scheduled and regimented," she said.

When I left Meyera Oberndorf s 
office, she had gotten my attention; 
I had been inspired. I knew I had 
been in the presence of a great 
woman. I knew I had been in the 
presence of a truly great leader.

Youth Programs Have Successful Summer 



This year's summer youth pro- 
gram was expanded to educate as 
well as employ underprivileged 
youth in Virginia Beach. 

In cooperation with the South- 
eastern Virginia Job Training Ad- 
ministration, the city provided 
summer jobs for 140 youth from 
economically disadvantaged back- 
grounds. 

These youth, ranging in age from 



14 to 21 , were involved in a variety 
of jobs, from clerical to mainte- 
nance to beach erosion control. 

Two projects were intended to 
enhance the educational experience 
for the youth. The Barrier Island 
Project, now in its second year, 
taught youth about ecological con- 
cern, while providing much needed 
labor for city, state and federal park 



systems in Virginia Beach. The 
project centers around work sites at 
Back Bay Wildlife Refuge and 
Seashore State Park. The partici- 
pants constructed seawalls, cleared 
pathways, and nlanted seagrass. 

A new program this summer of- 
fered another group of youth time 
reading assignments coupled with 
basic computer skills training, in 



addition to job assignments. 

Through the continued efforts of 
the Personnel Department and the 
SVJTA, the Summer Youth Pro- 
gram has completed another suc- 
cessful season and has a bright fu- 
ture ahead. For the youth who par- 
ticipated, this summer will be re- 
membered as both educational and 
profitable.

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is Colombia, a counu^ named for the admiral, which has had a committee 
in place for several years. One cannot help but wonder how that South 
American country can focus on this event while it is under siege in a tragic 
and real drug war. 

As the home port and the financier of the 1492 expedition, Spain will 
take a leading role. Some years ago, the king of Spain called togedier dele- 
gates from all of the Hispanic countries, urging them to initiate plans for 
the "V Centenario" as the Spanish have dubbed it. Apj»-opriately, Spain will 
also host the Olympic Games in Barcelona and a World Fair in Seville dur- 
ing the anniversary year of 1992. 

One of Spain's major projects for the Columbus observance is fitting out 
a new Spanish Armada — this time for a peaceful purpose. The government 
has put up $4 million to construct seaworthy replicas of the ^ina, Pinia, 
and Santa Maria to retrace the historic voyage. Columbus would have 
understood the problems — new technologies, an epic voyage and a search 
for financial backers. Shipbuilding in his time was an ancient craft passed 
from father to son. This is no longer true, and no plans for the famous three 
ships could be found. 

Good news, however, was reported in Life this past April in an article, 
"Shipshape: in 1492 Columbus sailed the ocean blue. Five centuries later 
his fleet prepares to set forth again." A receipt for the Nina was found. With 
this information plus letters and documents supplied by Jose Martinez Hi- 
dalgo, an authority on Columbus, a naval engineer was able to draw plans 

for the ships. Even now, three shipyards in Barcelona, Isla Crista and Carte- 
gcna are busy completing this project 

Perhaps one of the most imaginative ideas for the celebration is an 
exploration as daring as the one on which Columbus embarked and it too 
involves a new frontier. Klaus P. Heiss, a space enthusiast, suggested a so- 
lar-sailing race to the moon or beyond. The technology for this type of sail- 
ing is not as far out as it sounds. 



A solar sail is a lightweight spacecraft made of metallized Mylar ot Kap- 
ton, which will resemble a silvery kite rather than a Spanish galleon. The 
sail will be pushed along by photons of light through the vacuum of space 
instead of by wind. James W. Symington, former congressman and member 
of the space-sail committee, says, "Anyone who could get a sail up there 
would be a winner." Details of this project were carried in Scientific Ameri- 
can, April 1989. 

Several maritime sailing events are also in the works. There will be a tall 
ships race in which participants will cross the Atlantic from Cadiz to Puerto 
Rico in June 1992. These ships will then proceed to New York in time for 
the Fourth of July celebration. Wouldn't it be thrilling if they would sail 
within view of our beaches or stqg offin the bay overnight? 

America-500 aims to bring topther as many as 500 sailing yachts from 
all over the worid to cross the Atlantic along the route of discovery, calling 
at ports visited by the ships of Columbus. This modem fleet will choose a 
better time to make the crossing. Columbus could hardly have picked a 
worse time than the hurricane season. For more details, see Cruising World, 
August 1988. 

The Organization of American States (OAS) has made historical restora- 
tion one of its primary activities. Its Department of Cultural Affairs is for- 
mulating a plan to restwe historical monuments and sites in the Greater 
Caribbean. Its Pan American Institute for Geography and History is 
publishing a number of volumes featuring cartography of European explo- 
ration in the Americas from the 15th to 18th centuries. Another project in- 
volves a study of immigration. 

1992 will be a year to reflect on the historic voyage which linked the Old 
World to the New. Thank you, Columbus, for making this observance nec- 
essary.

The aluminum industry has been recycling cans for over 20 years and 
each year the number of cans recycled has increased as people become mwe 
aware of the importance of recycling. In 1988, 42.5 billion aluminum cans 
were collected for recycling.Thai's over half of all the cans produced last 
year. Aluminum has an unlimited recycling life — it can be recycled over 
and over again. Recycling aluminum cans into new cans saves 95 percent 
of the energy needed to make new aluminum from ore. You can make 20 
recycled aluminum cans with the energy it takes to make one new alu- 
minum can. There are about 23 cans to one pound of aluminum. On 
"Recycle Saturday," Reynolds Aluminum will be paying a two cent bonus 
per pound of aluminum - that equals about one penny per pound. 

Glass is another product we need to add to our list of things to recycle. 
Glass is 100 percent recyclable. Glass if perfectly adaptable to recycling. 
When crushed into small pieces of glass called cullel, the glass in all bot- 
tles and jars can be melted down to form new bottles and jars. Because 
none of it is lost in the recycling process, every single piece of glass can 
be used not just once, but over and over in a never-ending cycle.

And with the way recycling is expanding, you can be sure that some of 
the glass we're using today will be recycled and be on the shelves of space 
stations in the next caitmyl 

That every piece of glass can be used ^ain and i^ain to give new life to 
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and extend their kssms. Not only trying to pnmms ite wise mc (rf televi- 
sion with students md tlKiir parents, the c«npany saw this investment as an 
exciting way to help teachers obtain quality material videwape.

It is also what 
makes burying glass in landfills such a waste. 

We can also preserve the quality of our environment by recycling news- 
papers. When we recycle one ton of newspapers, we save 17 trees. To give 
you some idea of how much a ton is - we foot of stacked newspapers is 30 
pounds. Twelve six-foot stacks of newspapers is one ton. 

P^jer made from recycled paper instead of virgin wood requires 61 per- 
cent less water and results in "70 percent fewer air pollutants. 

The city of Virginia Beach has collection bins for newspapers at every 
public school. The money raised from the donation of papers goes back to 
the K;hools. 

I also want to tell you about our "Adopt a Highway" program, another 
way Virginia Beach is working to improve our environment by encourag- 
ing our citizens to take an active role in helping to keep our highways at- 
tractive and litter free. Litter is not only unsightly, it is expensive. Last 
year the city of Virginia Beach spent over $400,000 and thousands of hours 
removing litter from our highways and beaches. Across the nation, litter 
cteanup costs Americans $2.5 billion each year. 

To adopt a highway, individuals or organizations agree to clear litter 
from a two-mile stretch of roadway nx a period of two years. The group 
must conduct their cleanups at least four times a year. In return, the city 
will furnish the volunte^s with safety training and supplies to help in the 
cleanup. The city will also post a s^ at the beginning of the adopted 
highway with the group's name on it. The^ signs remind citizens that lit- 
tering is unacceptable and that our highways belong to all of us. 

Recycling is not a cure-all for solul waste problons. There are many 
ways to ccms^ve ei^rgy, save resouioes. and help the solid waste volume 
foiMem. Recycling is cmly one step. But it is a significant one which we 
shouki all engage in, Fot we only have one earth.

bodybuilding competition, 
qualifying him for the national 
competition. He attended the Mr. 
America contest, but he didn't 
compete because he didn't feel he 
was ready; he still wanted to 
train. 

"Last year, 1 felt confident that 
1 could pick up that title." he 
said. 

Walton's last show prior to his. 
accident was the Southern Body- 
building Championships, which 
qualified him for the Nfr. America 
contest to be held in Tucson, 
Ariz. 

Walton went to Tucson with 
intentions of competing, but 
pulled out in the twelfth hour oi 
the competitions because he jusi' 
didn't feel comfortable. 

"I regret it to this day," Walton 
said about his decision. 

Then three days later the acci- 
dent occurred. 

"The first two weeks was 
scary. I had so many injuries they 
couldn't address them all at the 
same time." he said. 

After his first four weeks in 
the hospital, Walton was moved 
to Greensboro to begin his 
rehabilitation. Two months later, 
he began rehab in South Carolina 
as an outpatient. 

"I'm slowly but surely getting 
back in shape," said Walton, who 
is now bench pressing 405 
pounds, only 60 pounds shy of 
his record before the accident He 
has also gained back 55 of the 
100 pounds he lost while in the 
hospital. 

"I put all my energies into the 
bench and see if I can't push it up 
there." he said. "I got addicted to 
bodybuilding. It's a lifelong

sport. It's something you can do 
until they put you in the 
ground." 

Although the accident caused* 
great physical changes, Walton 
said the greatest change with 
which he's had to deal is the loss 
of success. He admitted that in 
his prime, he was a little on the 
cocky side, but now he's "not as 
stuck up on himself." 

"I'm glad I'm not like that 
anymore. I'm more motivated to 
help other people," he said. 

So motivated, in fact, that he 
has appeared on television and 
radio talk shows and in the 
newspaper asking for corporate 
sponsors and help for other hand- 
icapped athletes. 

"I'm going to have to walk on 
water to get someone's atten- 
tion." he said. 



Walton will continue to train 
four days a week at Olympian 
Gym on Shcwe Drive. Aside from 
bench {nessing. Walton is work- 
ing on throwing the shot, discuss 
and javelin. He also plays 
wheelchair basketball. 

"I do something everyday and I 
always will. They can cut off the 
other leg and both arms." he said. 
"I'm the happiest when I'm in the 
gym."

With the Christinas holidays just 
around the corner, Virginia Beach 
retail merchants are the prime target 
for crime compared to any other 
type of business. 

During the months of November 
and December, retailers' sales in- 
crease 25 to 33 percent, but at the 
same time they incur their greatest 
losses, according to Gene Bray, 
fomer Virginia Beach detective and 
director of Corporate Security Ser- 
vices, a Norfolk private security 
company. 



"This is the time of year for 
merchants to Mng out their better 
ma-chandise," said Bray, a vetCTan 
security offkCT. 

Bray said not only are there pro- 
fessional shoplifters roaming about, 
but there are also ordinary people 
who steal because they don't have 
enough money to purchase Christ- 
mas presents. The greatest problem 
of all, though, is employee pilfer- 
age during the holidays. Many of 
the employees arc hired only for the 
holiday season, therefore employers 
don't thoroughly check their back- 
grounds. 

"It is very easy for employees to 
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**B€mcaUy all empi^ees steal, It*s a fact of 
Iffe/* Bray said 



steal," said Bray. "It's easier fw a 
manga* to steal mochandise than an 
employee." 

Although he couldn't pinpoint 
what type of merchandise is most 
frequently stolen. Bray said high 
value items such as leather goods 
and jewelry are attractive to thieves. 
Many other expensive items such 
as televisions, VCRs and stereos 
are stolen to gain quick resale 
money to finance some thieves' 



drug habits. 

"Retailers and customers wind up 
paying for this habit," he said. 

In order to better educate small 
businesses on how to prevent retail 
crime. Bray, in cooperation with 
the Hampton Roads Chamber of 
Commerce, will conduct a theft 
protection seminar designed 
specifically fw retailers. In addition 
to teadiing merchants how to con- 
trol pilfnage. Bray will speak about 



how to protect cash receipts, how 
to improve security methods and 
how to conduct yourself during an 
armed robbery. 

Bray said that many store owners 
are careless with their cash because 
of the overabundance of it during 
the holidays. 

He will also cover civil and 

criminal liabilities because many

New $1.7 Million Visitor Center Under Construction 

A ground breaking for the new $1.7 million Virginia Beach Visitor Information Center is under constnKtion in the median strip of Route 44 
between the Pavilion Convention Center and the new Virginia Beach CentCT for the Arts. 

The new center is being built to accommodate the growing number of visitors to the Virginia Beach area. Since 1973 the overnight tourist 
population has grown from 1 .4 million to an estimated 2.S million visitors. It is estimated that during 1988 Virginia Beach tourists and convoitioneers 
spent over $500 million in the city. 

Tlie current Visitor Information Center, located at P^ific Avenue and 19th Street, handled 100 walk-in visitors per hour during the summa <rf 
1988 and a total of 1 50.000 visitas througlKMit the year. Because of its strategic location at the end of the Virginia Beach Expressway, the new center 
is expected to attract many mwe visitors as they first enter the resort area. 

The new center will be 6300-square-feet, almost doubling the size of the current facility. TTiere will be 70 spaces in the paridng lot which will 
circle the building. The current center was donated to the City of Virginia Beach by the Commonwealth of Virginia. The building is expected to 
be completed in May 1990.

This week's Sun article was written by Melody Copper, teacher of train- 
able mentally retarded students, Newtown Road Special Education Center. 

The latest television season has shown that at least one network is open- 
minded about handicapped people. A new show. Life Goes On, depicts the 
school and family life of a teenage boy with Down Syndrome. I don't have 
any statistics to prove my hypotheses, but I would imagine the public's 
awareness of intUviduals with Down Syndrome will greatly increase by 
watching, reading, or talking about this new show. Generally, once the 
public has an awareness and unda^tanding of people that are different, an 
accq)tance is soon to follow. 

I am hopeful the public will accept handicapped people because that is an 
objective I have tried to accomplish myself. I teach trainable mentally re- 
tarded students at Newtown Road Elementary and my class includes students 
with Down Syndrome. In the past, when my class took a field trip, one of 
my objectives would be to " . . . increase the public awareness of handi- 
cappei individuals." I could not measure the success of my goal; however, I 
felt if even the ticket collector or janitor people we passed on the street de- 
veloped positive impressions of handicapped people by seeing us, then part 
of my objective was accomplished. 

The curriculum has now changed focus and one of the teaching areas or

"domains" is the community. My class no longer goes on field yips, but' 
instead, has regular teaching experiences in the community. Each month I 
select an age-appropriate public facility where I can take my students. The 
students do not visit and watch with their hands behind their backs - they 
participate and use the facility. I have found fast food restaurants, bowling 
alleys, and the recreation centers are most popular. 

Success is dependent upon careful teaching and practicing in the class- 
room long before the students leave the school grounds. Appropriate lan- 
guage and vocabulary words must be practiced. Just imagine for yourself the 
cashier's response if you Uied to order a Big Mac in a Long John Silver's 
Restaurant. Other skills taken for granted, such as selecting the correct 
bathroom among signs of gulls and buoys, sows and boars, and drakes and 
hens, to name a few must be taught.

In contemplating my trip to Yorktown this week, several thoughts 
crossed my mind. On Thursday, along with a large number of Virginia 
Beach residents, I will attend the annual observance of the campaign that as- 
sured our independence with the surrender of Lord Comwallis on Oct. 19, 
1781. 

Without that victory at sea and on land, we Americans might be bowing 
to the queen today under a British flag. Instead, that military decision made 
it possible for us to live in freedom under the flag of the USA. 

But four months ago, a Supreme Court decision overturned a Texas law 
prohibiting desecration of venerated objects, including the flag of the USA. 
This raling has created a threat to our flag from within, as Americans are 
now ftee to desecrate^jur national symbol of impunity. 

Reaction to this decision was swift and widespread. Almost every news- 
paper columnist and editor in the country has commented on it and Ameri- 
can citizens have written thousands of letters to the editor, pro and con. 

The president immediately called for a constitutional amendment to forbid 
desecration of the flag of the United States. The American Legion launched a 
campaign and claims that it now has over 1,000,000 signatures urging such 
an amendment. Eminent lawyers say this is the only way to reverse the 
court's raling. 

But the chairman of the House Judiciary Committee and many constitu- 



te president immediately called for a 
constitutional amendment to forbid dese- 
ciMon of the flag of t he United States. 

tional scholars assert that a carefully-worded statute could avoid the necessity 
of an amendment to the Constitution. A few weeks ago, the Hou^ passed: 
legislation to amend the United States Code (Title 18, Section 700) to pro- 
tect the physical integrity of the flag. 

This House Resolution #2978 has three sections. Section 1 states: Thisr 
act may be cited as the "Flag Protection Act" of 1989. Section 2 concemr. 
criminal penalties with respect to the physical integrity of the United States 
flag. Section 3 headed: Expedited Review of Constitutional Issues. 

This last section states, "If the question of the constitutionality of this: 
section, under the first article of amendment to the Constitution of the 
United States, is property presented in any case before a United States disr 
trict court, that court shall, if the Supreme Court of the United States has 
not previously ruled on that question, immediately certify that question to

Within days of the Hurricane Hugo disaster, Virginia Beach had dispatched a team of 38 employees and 14 vehicles to Charleston, S.C. The team of professionals was 
trained to respond to Charleston's priority — clearing massive amounts of trees and debris out of the streets in order for electricity and water service to be restored. 

City employees wholeheartedly embraced the challenge of helping Charleston's residents. In addition to the men who actuaUy traveled to South Carolina, countless city 
employees made asssitance efforts a priority.

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the Supreme Court." 

The debate over this burning issue was heated, but the vote was not even 
close in the House, 380-31! The Senate Judiciary Commiuee then approved 
the House bill and sent it on to the Senate. But it also sent the constitu- 
tional amendment, favored by the president, with an unfavorable recommen- 
dation. 

Columnist James J. Kilpatrick condemned the House action as a danger- 
ous proposition, pointing out that what the Supreme Court actually did was 
to interpret a simple state statute as unconstitutional. He wrote, "What it 
(the House) wound up with is a bill to desecrate the U.S. Constitution." 

Last Thursday, Oct. 12, the Senate approved this "Flag Protection Bill 
which is being sent to the president for his signature. The Senate made no 
decision on the flag amendment, but it may be on the agenda this week. 

TTiere has not been a rash of flag burnings since the announcement of the 
court's decision on June 21.1 have seen only one report of flag desecration 
m our state. Less than a week after the ruling that burning the American 
flag was protected by the the First Amendment, a man destroyed a flag at 
Colonial Williamsburg. He did not bum it, but simply ripped it apart in 
front of the powder magazine and left the remnants scattered on the ground. 
He made no political sutement to explain his action. 

*r 

When the poUce determined that the flag was his own prc^rty and did not 
belong to Colonial Williamsburg, he was not charged with desecrating the 
flag. In fact, no charges were filed, although he was warned not to trespass 
in the future. Surely, he could have been charged with littering, creating a 
public nuisance or breaching the peace. 

On the other hand, an Arlington teacher, while attending a seminar in 
Chicago last spring, stepped on the American flag sjHead on the flow in the 
controversial art exhibit at the School of the Art Institute. She was not 
making a pohtical protest, yet, she was charged with deseoating the flag. 

When veterans' groups complained that is was illegal and disrespectful to 
place the American flag on the floor, a circuit judge ruled that "this exhibit 
is as much an invitation to think about the flag as it is an invitaticm to step 
on it." 



More and more it appears that desecration is as elusive of definition as is 
obscenity, hi both cased. We the People know it when we see it. 

In an editorial in The Retired Officer, August 1989, Gen. John W. 
Roberts, USAF Ret., wrote of the sense of shock and disappoinunent the 
court's decision had caused, but he believes there are deeper issues than the 
constitutional amendment. "For those who have made careers of service to 
country, this occasion offers atremcndous opportunity to continue that ser- 
vice. By action and example, we can lead our families and friends in a dedi- 
cated revitalization of respect for our nation and its honored symbols." 

No matter how the "Flag Act" or flag amendment fares, the majority of 
the American people show respect for the standard of our nation and cherish 
the traditional values that have made our country what is is. More than ever 
we need to impart these traditions to the next generation. 

Teaching our children and grandchildren the Hag code and flag etiquette 
will instill respect for our national symbol and may best protect our flag 
desecration. Judith Martin, wrote in her Miss Manners column, "A flag 
protected by etiquette is not defenseless. What the court has done is to return 
jurisdiction in such a crucial question of taste to a more suitable (and no less 
majestic) authority than law, one with a long and successful history in 
mandating re^)ect for venerated symbols." 

In the September issue of Reader's Digest, the editor^ discussed the flag 
controversy in a two-page article, The Banner Yet Waves. They concluded, 
"Lawyers and justices may debate the act of flag-burning as freedom of ex- 
pression. But a larger point is inarguable: when someone dishonors or dese- 
crates the banner, it deeply offends, because the flag says all that needs to be 
said about things worth preserving, loving, defending, dying for."

Psychic Edgar Cayce predicted it 
and it hjqipened. But the worst may 
be yet to come. 

According to Lynn Rogers, a 
transpersonal psychology student at 
Atlantic University, Cayce's 
predictions closely parallel with the 
recent earthquake tragedy in Cali- 
fornia. Only difference is, Cayce's 
predictions woe for "the big one," 
an earthquake that would wipe out 
all of Calif(»iiia. He claimed it 
would hit between 19S8 and 1998, 
so if his guess if correct, California 
may not exist 10 years from now. 

"1 think it's possible that this is 
a warning that something worse 
will happen in California," said 
Rogers, who is a native of the San 
Francisco Bay area. 

Rogers came to Virginia Beach 
in late August to begin the fall 
quarter at Atlantic University. A 
clinical graduate of psychology, she 
intends to complete her master's 
degree while she's here. Although 
Adantic is sqiarately chartered from 
the Association for Research and 
Enlightenment on 67th Street, die 
college has the use of A.R.E.'s li- 
brary and receives some A.R.E. 
funcUng. It was there that Rogers 
came across Cayce's findings. 

"The irony is diat in this library 
is also the work of Edgar Cayce, 
who made specific earthquake, 
st£Uements," she said. 

Rogers' interest in earthquakes 
stems from her childhood. Her fa-

The threat of violence often 
forces abused women and their 
children to flee their homes and find 
temporary shelter. In 1988-89, 
2,943 abused women and 3,625 of 
their children received shelter. 

A number of observances have 
been planned throughout the state 
to increase public awareness of the 
domestic violence problem and its 
devastating effect on Virginia fami- 
lies and children. 



CIP Public Hearing Set 



The City of Virginia Beach will 
present the Capital Improvement 
Program (CIP) at a public hearing 
on Wednesday, Nov. 8 at 7 p.m. at 
Princess Anne High School. 

The CIP outlines the city's major 
construction requirements for the 
next ten years. These projects in- 
clude roads, water and sewer sys- 
tems, recreation facilities, and mu- 
nicipal buildings. Funding for these 



projects comes from general 
obligation bonds, general 
appropriations, grants, revenue 
sharing, double barrel bonds and 
revenue bonds.

VWC To Begin Construction On Dining Center 



The Virginia Wesleyan College 
Board of Trustees has authorized an 
architectural fum to complete final 
specifications and prepare bid doc- 
uments for the third construction 
project in the college's current 2Slfa 
Anniversary Campaign. 

College officials hope to begin 
construction on the 24,500-squme- 
foot Campus Dining Center early 
in 1990. This third project, 17,000 
square feet of new construction aid 
renovation of 7,500 square feet of 
existing space, will include a dining 
hall with seating for SOO; two 
smaller dining rooms; a galle- 
ria/lounge; kitchen, prq^ration'and 
serving areas; a bookstOTe; a cam- 
pus post office and an enlarged 
business office. Shriver and Holland 
of Norfolk is the architectural firm. 
The college is in the final phase of 
a campaign to raise $8,000,000 for 
the Dining Center and two other 
projects, an academic biiilding 
completed last fall and die comple- 
tion of a second academic village 
now under construction. 

President Lambuth M. Clarke 
announced the official fall enroll- 
ment of 1,280, a 1.4% increase 
over last fall. President Claike told 
the trustees that the increase 
"affirms the continuing policy of 
controlled growth," with the addi- 
tion of 20-25 students each year for 
the immediate future. He reported 
that over the past four years, app^- 
cations have doubled and college 
board scores have increased 87 
points to 953 for September 1989. 
The college is expanding its geo- 
graphical base, with 47 percent 
non-Virginians in the freshman 
class. The student body includes 
residents of 27 states, die District 



of Columbia, and six ftwdgn coun- 
tries. Virginia Wesleyan continues 
to include a strong Virginia 
population, with 72 percent of the 
total eim)llment from the state. 

Dr. William M. Wilson, vice 
president for academic affairs, told 
the board that the college is placing 
an increased emphasis on the fields 
of international studies and interna- 
tional business. Twelve students are 
now pursuing an interdisciplinary 
major in intonational studies, and a 
second session of international 
business was added because twice 
the expected number of students 
registered for the course. The col- 
lege now has programs for study 
abroad in France, Spain, and Mex- 
ico. Additional programs are being 
developed at the Goethe Institut in 
Munich, Germany; the Universite 
Catholique de Lyon, France; and 
Schiller International University 
which has centers' in several Euro- 
pean countries. 

In other matters. President Clarke 
announced that Trustee Jane P. 
Batten will chair a steering 
committee fa* the college's Planned 
Giving Program, composed of 
trustees, members of the President's 
Advisory Committee and profes- 
sionals in the field of planned giv- 
ing and trustee Nancy A. Creech 
will chair the 1990 "Friends of 
Wesleyan" Annual Fund Campaign. 

W. Steve Stocks, vice president 
for admission and fmancial aid, re- 
ported that 40 percent of the col- 
lege's students received a total of 
$1,015,155 of need-based aid from 
Virginia Wesleyan funds in 1988- 
89. He estimated the total at 
$1,175,000 for the 1989-90 aca- 
demic year.

Problems Arise With Wlieeiciiair Lifts 



The Tidewater Transportation 
District Commission is still in the 
process of developing a policy on 
extending services for handicapped 
riders, but has run into problems on 
the program providing wheel chair 
lifts on all buses on regular runs. 

Councilwoman Barbara Henley, 
District chairman, told City Coun- 
cil at a workshop that the 
Commission is hearing from some 
of the handicapped community that 
they will not ride the buses. Even 
with the lifts, some handicapped 
persons will find it difficult to get 
to the bus stops and to board the 
buses. Door-front van service will 
still be available for these people. 

The program, which is expected 
to have its first lift-equij^jed buses 
hv next spring, will be exoensive 



and difficult to administer. Al- 
though Congress mandated the lift- 
equipped buses, it did not furnish 
any dollars so support the program. 
Henley said. She said that the 
Commission is having trouble de- 
termining which members of thw 
handicapped community would be 
expected to ride the buses and which 
would be left in the van program. 
Although the handicapped commu- 
nity has fought for the buses for 
years, Henley said, the District is 
hearing that some will not use the 
buses. 

Since ultimately the cities in the 
district will have to foot much of 

the bill for the new buses (this will 
involve about 150 buses), the 
Council will have to make the final 
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financing decisions. Henley said 
that the main line bus lines have 
been cut back as far as they can go. 
Services for able commuters can't 



be reduced any more, she said, to 
serve the handicapped. At present 
the TRT is conducting a user side 
subsidy experiment

Last winter a series of articles were published detmling the condition of 
public education in Virginia Beach. Each ar^cte^ entered around one of 
the five priority areas identified by dje-school boardfThe articles stressed 
that Virginia Beach was at a crossroads with its public school system and 
warned that what was considere^ikgood school system could soon become 
a poor school system if the sc|p)l board and the community did not plan 
for the future. 

School Board Chairman Jim Fletcher discussed the idea of a strategic 
planning committee will the school administration and his fellow board 
members and it was decided that a group would be formed to develop and 
recommend a plan to the school board in their five priority areas. 
Representatives on the planning committee included: military, teachers, 
principals, higher education, parents, civic leagues, city government, state 
government, business and industry. 

The School Board priwities studied by the group included: at-risk educa- 
tion, technology, planning for growth, adult-pupil teacher ratio and excel- 
lence. Committee members reviewed the demographics of the school divi- 
sion as well as current programs in each of the priority areas. The group

felt that the excellence priority encompassed the other priority areas and 
was indicative of the quality of school system desired by Virginia Beach 
citizens.

On Sunday, We'll Be Turhing Back The Clock

Sunday marks the end of daylight-saving time (DST) for 1989. Remem- 
ber the old saying — "Si»ing forward, fall back?" At 2 a.m. we are in- 
structed to torn back the clock one hour. Now I don't ws(nt to lose deq) over 
this, even though I realize I'm actually gaining ^ hour of sleep by the 
clock. 

It vxk me six months to adjust to the DST schedule, so I just may wait 
until later in the day to adjust my watch. As a volunteer "woricer" married to 
a "retired" naval office, I believe time should be a comfortable, rathw than a 
structured, commodity. I think most senior citizens in our city would agree 
that DST isn't our cup of tea! 

Times have changed, so why do we have to change the time? We now 
have 24-hour banking with the automatic tellw machines, supermarkets that 
stay open all night and sell pharmaceuticals, dry goods, hardware, and inci- 
dentally, food and beverages. And with hydrophonic farming, who needs 
DST? Besides, it confuses the programmer on our VCR. 

In any event, DST has always seemed backwards to me. I hate to get up 
in the dark and go to bed while it is still light. We can't put the blame on 
Mame, but Benjamin Franklin was partly responsible. Let's turn back the 
time to the day of his childhood. After only two years of formal education, 
his father kept him home at the age of 10 to help cut wicks and melt tallow

in the candle and soap snop. 

You can understand the value he placed on candles and why he became an 
early proponent of DST in summer. He expressed the opinion that it was 
wasteful that people should "live by candlelight and sleep by sunshine!" He 
wanted a plan adopted that would avoid wasting daylight and thus saving 
candles may have contributed to his experiments with electricity! 

But he wasn't given credit for originating DST. That honor went to 
William Willett of Chelsea, England, who actually campaigned for such a 
plan. In 1907, he described his idea in the book. Waste of Daylight. This 
stimulated discussions off and on firom 1908 to 1916, in daylight hours we 
presume, by the British Parliament. 

In the meantime, the Germans beat the British to the punch and became 
the first nation to adopt a daylight saving system in 1915. This was done to

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Beam Speaks On Trees 
To Aragona Gardeners

A love of trees seems innate to 
B(* Beam, fc^merly with the U.S. 
Forest Service, and recently retired 
from Navy Natural Resource Man- 
agement. 

A disciple of Dr. Alex Shigo. 
who, Uirough ivory tower work in 
microparasitism and plain old dirt 
forestry, became a world-renouned 
authority. Beam knows what keeps 
a tree healthy, and, what makes a 
thriving tree drop its teaves and die. 

Speaking at Aragona Garden 
Oub recendy. Beam described some 
of the "TLC" (nearly universally 
recognized as Tender Loving Care) 
needed in the battle to maintain 
healthy trees. 

"Even the so-called healthy tree," 
he said, "has nummnis problem ar- 
eas covered over by healthy 
growth." 

'Trees," Beam said, "are able to 



'wall off,' to set barrier zones to try 
to isolate damage. Frequent wound- 
ing walling off, however, can make 
it impossible for a tree to absorb 
food and to siffvive." 

Proper branch pruning is very 
important. Beam said, and conven- 
tional wisdom on the subject has 
been found wrong. There should be 
no flush cuts. To facilitate the tree's 
natural healing mechanism, pruning 
should be done behind the branch 
bait ridge on the side of the ridge 
farthest from the trunk. 

Among the obstacles to healthy 
growth in the city are poor soil, 
pressure from concrete and wounds. 
Bumps from lawnmowers are fre- 
quent culprits, damaging bark and 
inviting {Kuasites. 

Dissection of the trees with 
treated and untreated wounds. Beam 
said, has shown that commonly 
used wound dressings do not stop 
dec^.

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consove fuel and power for their war machine. The Briti^ finally put DST 
into effect in May of 1916, but Willett did not live to see his idea come to 
fruition. He had died the laevious year. 

In the United States, the Natimial Daylight Saving Association pressed 
for action. When the measure was introduced by Senatu' William Musgrave 
Calda of New Ywt on Afsil 17, 1917, it was defeated. Two months later 
under pressure of wartime conditions, it was approved by the U.S. Congress 
on June 27, 1917, without a roll call. 

DST went into effect for the first time in the USA on Easter Sunday, 
March 31, 1918, but had a short life. Afto^ the war, the system lost its ap- 
peal. Farmers objected to readjusting their work schedules, and the bill was 
quickly repealed in August 1919. 

Congress enacted another law jnoviding for year-round daylight time dur- 
ing Worid War II. This lasted from February 1942 until October 1945. 
Many European countries adopted similar plans. England actually moved its 
clocks two hours ahead of Greenwich Civil Time. 

By 1966, all or parts of 36 states had daylight savii^s plans. This created 
great confusion so Congress passed the Uniform Time Act, which went into 
effect in 1967. This act stipulated that all states were to go on DST on the 
last Sunday in April and return to standard time on the last Sunday in Octo- 
ber. Any state was pomitted to exempt itself by state law, but otdy if the 
entire state remained on standard time. 

Again, confusion ensued. A 1972 amendment to the act authorized stales 
split by time zones to take that into considCTadon when exempting them- 
selves. Arizona, Hawaii, and part of Indiana are now exempt, as are Puerto 

Rico, the Virgin Islands, and American Samoa. The Department of Trans- 
portation, which ovCTsees the act, recently modified some local time zones 
in Kansas, Texas, Florida, Michigan and Alaska. 

By now, one would think Congress would have it right. But no. 
Congress messed with DST again when it passed a year-round plan effective 
Jan. 6, 1974 through Oct 26. 1975. Then, it added a further bill restoring 
Standard Time from the last Sunday in October 1974 to the last Sunday in 
February 1975. When Congress failed or forgot to renew this temporary 
legislation, the nation rehimed to the older end-of-April to end-of-CK:tobar 
DST system. 

Still another change was made on July 8, 1986 when former President 
Reagan signed legislation moving up the start of DST to the first Sunday hi 
April. This law went into effect in 1987, but must not have lasted more 
than a year, as DST started the last Sunday of April, which was also the last 
day of the month, the 30th, 1989. 

While researching the timeless changes of DST at the Bayside Library, I 
talked with an old fiiend and the head librarian, Carolyn Caywood. When I 
told hei/ of my personal aversion to changing my sleeping and waking 
schedule twice a year to conform to DST, she reminded me of the wonderful 
Robert Louis Stevenson poem, Bed in Summer. Somehow it captures 
Franklin's earlier observations. 



In winter I get up at night 
And dress by yellow candle-light. 
In summer, quite the other way 
I have to go to bed by day. 

I have to go to bed and see 

The birds still hopping on the tree, 



Or hear the grownup people's feet 
Still going past me in the street. 

And does it not seem hard to you. 
When all the sky is clear and blue, 
And I should like so much to play 
To have to go to bed by day?

Rogei^, who has family in Oak- 
land, Calif., through the Bay area, 
panicked when she thought of her 
husband and two children being 
subjected to the earthquake. 

Her oldest daughter Vanessa. 16, 
was in a van with six other autistic 
children when the earthquake struck 
the freeway. Meghan, 14, was alone 
at her father's house in Los Gatos. 
No one in the family was injured. 

"It's sad to see this happen to 
your home," Rogers said. 

Although there hasn't been a se- 
rious earthquake in California since 
1906, Rogers said she has lived 
through several little ones. She said 
the great noise and rumbling and 
roaring, "stimulates a feeling of 
panic." 

"It affects you psychically and 
emotionally," she said. 

Although Rogers' main interest 
of study is psychology and the 
realms of the human mind, she said 
she will continue to research 
Cayce's earthquake predictions. She 
had planned to return to California 
at the end of this quarter, but now 
she may stay. She has thought se- 
riously about moving her family to 
the area if the job opportunities are 
available. She has even purchased a 
small house in Idaho, in case her 
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EdgarCayce / 

family has to leave California in 
the event of a hurricane. 

"If 'the big one' is bigger than 
this, people should take it seri- 
ously," she said. 

"What an irony to be here study- 
ing when my family was being 
subjected to that. When I saw the 
Bay Bridge, I thought, Edgar Cayce 
is right! "she said.
